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the white race which inhabited the rolling 
prairies, extending from the moutainous 
area in Central Asia to the heart of Europe. 


The Versailles Peace Conference was also 
aware that the Khazars fought their way 
into Armenia with the Barsileens in 198 A.D. 
where they were repulsed but returned to 
attack again. Their quest for plunder and 
revenge appeared the only motives of the 
early expeditions against each other of those 
roving tribal nations. The Khazars had as- 
sumed political importance in the long strug- 
gle between the Roman and Persian em- 
pires, when Armenia was often the battle- 
field and eventually the prize. Armenia was 
inclined to look upon civilization with favor 
and before long was inclined to favor the 
Christianity of Rome, Because Armenia’s 
‘Arsacid nobles prolonged their feuds with the 
Asasanids of Persia, the policy of the Per- 
sian kings was to obtain help from the 
Khazars between 200 A.D. and 350 A.D. 


During the 4th century A.D., the growing 
power of Persia resulted in the annexation 
of eastern Armenia. The Khazars fearing to 
have such a powerful neighbor, ended their 
relationship with Persia. The Khazars made 
an alliance with the distant Byzantium which 
thereafter remained their foreign policy. 
They aided Julian in his invasion of Persia 
in 363 A.D. Upon the approach of Persia 
to the Caucasus, the violently cruel empire 
of the Huns sprang up among the Ugrians 
of the northern prairies. 


The Khazars were threatened on all sides 
but they remained peaceful until their danger 
culminated in the rise to power of Attila in 
434 A.D. , Emperor Theodisius sent envoys 
to bribe the Khazars to divert the Huns from 
the empire by an attack on their flank. But 
among the Khazars there was a group favor- 
able to the Huns. The conspiracy was be- 
trayed to Attila -who quickly ended their 
independence. The Khazar kingdom there- 
upon became subject to Attila’s son, and 
became the center of government among the 
eastern subjects of the Huns about 448 A.D. 


The iron rule of Attila was preferable to 
the anarchy that succeeded Attila’s rule. 
Upon Attila’s death in 454 A.D., the exten- 
sive uncontrolled immigration which Attila 
had ended was revived. The Khazars and the 
Saragours, possibly the white Ogors, and 
possibly the Barsileens of the Volga area, 
were swept along in the flood of mixed 
Tartar peoples which the conquest of the 
Avars had set in motion. 


The Khazars with their allied tribal na- 
tions penetrated the Persian defenses of the 
Caucasus. They occupied the territory as far 
as the Kur and Aras Rivers, and roamed at 


will through Iberia, Georgia and Armenia. | 


-The Persian king implored Emperor Leo I 
to help him defend Asia Minor at the Cau- 
easus -in 457 A.D., but Rome was too hard 
pressed at the time to help him. It there- 
after required fifty years of warfare to drive 
the Khazars back and to fortify the Pass of 
Derbent against them in-507 A.D. 


Throughout the 6th century, the Khazar 
kingdom became the route over which the 
wild hordes, to whom the Huns had opened 
the passage into. Europe, then populated 
large areas in Europe. The Khazars were 
compelled to take refuge from them among 
the seventy mouths of the Volga River, ex- 
actly like the Venetians from Attila. The 
pressure of the Turks in Asia forced the 
Avars westward into. Europe. The conquering 
Turks however followed the Avars westward 
anto Europe between 560 A.D. and 580 A.D. 
They. defeated all opposition there and 
‘wrested the Bosphorous in the Crimea from 


the empire. By the annihilation ` of the

A.D. the Khazars annexed the Crimea. They 
had won a complete command of the Sea of 
Azov. The Khazars seized the narrow strip 
of land which separates the Volga from the 
Don Rivers and there organized the portage 
which has since continued as an important 
link in the traffic between Asia and Europe. 


The Khazars renewed the aliance with 
Byzantium. In alliance with them they con- 
ducted a campaign against Persia in 589 A.D. 
The Khazars had also appeared in Armenia. 
The Khazars were described by them as 
“Turks from the East.” The Khazars were 
powerful enough to hold the coasts of the 
Caspian Sea and the Euxine. They exacted 
tribute from the Viatitish, the Severians, and 
the Polyane. The Khazar king was enticed 
by the promise of an imperial princess to 
furnish Heraclius with 40,000 soldiers for his 
Persian war. Though overpowered in the 
end, the Khazars protected the plains of 
Europe from further Islamic incursions. The 
Caucasus became the limit of their advances. 


In the interval between the decline of 
Islamic influence and the rise of Russia, the 
Khazars reached the zenith of their power. 
The ruling Khazar population was converted 
about 740 A.D. to the monotheistic religious 
faith known in modern times as Judaism. 
The Khazar king was held in high esteem at 
the Byzantium court. Emperor Justinian 
Rhinotmetus took refuge with the Khazar 
king during his exile, and married his daugh- 
ter in 720 A.D. Justinian’s rival, Vardenes 
by name, also sought asylum in the Khazar 
kingdom. In 775 A.D., Leo IV the grandson 
of the Khazar ruler, ascended the Byzantine 
throne. Khazar troops were amongst the 
bodyguard of the Byzantine court. 


However, it was not from one_of these 
powers, but from a power that the Khazar 
rulers had not taken into consideration, that 
the overthrow of the Khazars came. The 
arrival of the Varengians in 882 A.D. from 
the Swedish peninusula across the Baltic 
Sea, into the midst of the large population 
of scattered Slavs, united the Slav population 
into-a nation for the first time in their 
history. The advance of the Petchenegs from 
the east gave the Russians their opportunity. 
Before the fierce onslaught of these peoples, 


` the weakened rule of the Khazars collapsed. 


The Khazar kingdom dwindled rapidly in 
size to within its former borders, between 
the Caucasus, the Volga and the Don. The 
traders of Novgorod and Kiev replaced the 
Khazars as the caravans between Constan- 
tinople and the North. 


The Khazar kingdom neither produced na- 
tural resources nor provided manufactured 
products. Their only source of income was 
the large revenue they derived from the use 
by other nations of their highway caravan 
routes which foreigners were compelled to 
use, to pass through the Khazar kingdom to 
market their products. When the Khazar 
kingdom was ultimately attacked by Swiato- 
slav of Kiev with large Russian armed forces, 
the crumbling Khazar kingdom crumbled and 
collapsed. Swiatoslav’s Russian armed forces 
were equally at home on land and water. 
Sarkel, Itil and Semender surrendered to 
Swiatoslav of Kiev between 965 A.D. and 
969 A.D. Swiatoslav of Kiev extended his 
conquests to the Caucasus where he estab- 
lished Russian colonies on the Sea of Azov. 
The principality of Tmutaraken, founded by 
his grandson Matislave in 988 A.D., replaced 
the kingdom of the Khazars, the last trace 
of which was extinguished by a joint ex- 
pedition of the Russian and Byzantine armed 
lores in 1016 A.D. |
